But Little Tim
sullivan, who is the representative of Big
Tim in the Aldermen, has been opposed
o the franchise and Haffen was promptly
mrned down,

Little Tim, it {8 understood, had a talk
with Mr. Fornes yesterday morning. What
passed between them may possibly have
had something to do with what happened
later in the day. Moreover, just before the
\ime mat for the meeting of the Aldermen
the Railroad Committee held a meeting. At
that meeting Tim asked the committee not
to report the franchise because there were
some residents of The Bronx who were op-
posed to it, and wanted the committee to
give another public hearing. Thus Sulli-
van had two strings to work on. Had the
deal to adjourn the meeting failed, he had
the committee with him.

[he hold-up, dating since May last, has
been attended by the customary rumors
that somebody was waiting to be “seen.”
The supporters of the franchise proposed
to ask vesterday to have the Railroad Com-
mittee discharged from further considera-
tion of the subject. Two-thirds of the

meeting to order. Also, it is always nearly
2 o'clock before a sufficlent number of
members are present to form a& guorum
and business begins.

LEVEE CONVENTION MEETS.

Movement to Give the Government Full
Control of the Mississippl River.

NEw ORLEANS, Oct, 27.—The levee con-
vention called by the Interstate Mississippi
River Improvement and Levee Assocla-
tion met here to-day with 1,200 delegates
present from all parts of the Migsissippi
Valley.

The convention is called to consider the
levee question and to propose that the
alluvial States surrender their control
of the leveea to the National Government
and that the lattertake chargeof the work
of construction of the levees, comYIf-ting
the system and maintaining the levees.
It is said that the President and a majority
in Congresa are in favor of the proposition.
President Roosevelt sent a letter saying:

“Exactly as I have tuken a keen interest
in irrigation in the arld regions, so I feel
that the movement for thumugkl)xly pro-
tecting the Mississippi lowlands by levees
is one of importance to the whole country
no less than to the people immediately
adjoining the great river. I wish all suc-
cess to your convention and shall follow
its proceedings with close attention.”

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PORTRAIT OF PARKS, DICTATOR

NOW A SORRY CONVIOT AWAITING
A SECOND VERDICT.

Opening of the Case for the People Against
the Man Who Made the Tiffany Studlos
Pay Him ‘8800 for Sam Parks,” None
for the *'Ungraterul Dogs’ Who Struck.

The jury box was fllled yesterday after-
noon for the trial of Sam Parke for ex-
torting 8500 from Louis Schmitt, treasurer
of the Tiffany etudios. Assistant District
Attorney Rand outlined his case to the jury,
saving:

“Some years ago Tiffany & (‘o. obtained
the rights to an invention of a certain heauti-
ful kind of glass. They went into the
business of interior decorating. A corpo-
ration waes organized called the Tiffany
Studios Company and to do the interior
work they employed housesmiths and
bridgemen, members of Sam Parks's union.
Parks was the walking delegate.

*In December of last year the Studio
company was executing three contracts,
employing a number of men. These men
all worked steadily and without the slightest
complaint. They got the union wages of
$4 a day and worked union hours, eight
hours a day, and so far as the Tiffanys knew
there was never any complaint on their
part. On Dec. 81 none of the men came to
work. In other words, they struck. The
Tiffany people tried to find out why, but
none of the strikers could tell. So they
sent a young man to the headquarters of
the union at Maennerchor Hall and there
he saw the secretary. The secretary told
him to see Parks, and he found Parks sitting
in"the}bootblack’s chair in the International
Hotel, a saloon on Third avenue. This
young man, Benjamin Thackara, gaid to
Parks: ‘l am from Tiffany & Co., and I am
trying to find out what the strike is for.’

" ‘Who the hell are you?" responded
Purks.

“‘l am the outside superintendent,’'
Thackara replied.

“ ‘Have you authority to sattle this mat-
ter?’ asked Parks

“ 'No,' said Thackura.

M ‘Well, I will tell you what it's for,
are fined $500."

“ 'Why?' asked Thackara.

* 'Now, don't ask too manyv questions,’
replied Parks

*'But I would like to find out what we
are flned for, persisted Thackara. ‘I
want to make a report to my employers.'

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ARMENIAN MURDER IN LONDON.

ASSASSIN'S HAT AND REVOLVER
WERE BOUGHT HERE.

Sagetel Sagouni, Reveolutionary Leader,
the Vietim—He Had Been Invest-
gating the Attempted Assassination
of Another Leader In Switzeriand.

Spectal Cable Despateh to THS SUN.

LoNDoN, Oct. 37.—Bagete! Sagouni, presi-
dent of the Armenian refugee society of
London, and a well known revolutionary
leader, waé murdered last night at Nun-
head, a suburb of London. As he was en-
tering the gate of the garden attached to
his residence a man rushed across the road
and fired three pistol shots at him at olose
range. Two of the bullets took effect.

Sagouni drew a revolver, intending to
defend himself, but before he could use it
his assailant fired a fourth shot, which
struck the heart, whereupon Bagouni fell
dead.

The murderer fled, leaving a felt hat
and a revolver. Both of these articles had
marks showing that they had been pur-
chased in New York.

The crime is believed to be a sequel of
differences that have existed among the
Armenian refugees residing in London
for the past four years. These refugees
are divided into two factions, the Hentcha-
gists and the Alfarists. After their original
dispute these factions became reconciled,
but in October of last year the Alfarists
oollected $20,000 in the United States and
the quarrel between the factions was re-
newed.

The Hentchagists accused the Alfarists
of appropriating the money to their own
use. As a result of the ill feeling engen-
dered by this charge a member of the
Alfarist faction recently stabbed a Hentch-

Sagouni was sent to Switzerland to in-
vestigate this crime, and while returning
to England on a Channel packet he met a
man who answered the description of the
Hentchagist aseailant. In a recent report
on this affair Sagouni described this assail-
ant. This description tallies with that of
the man who shot him last night.

The Hentchagists taks their name from
hentchak, meaning tocsin, the name given
to the newspaper they publish. The Alfar-
ists get their title from the prominent Rus-
sian revolutionary leader Alfar, who issaid
to have his headquarters in New York.

Armenians in this city profees complete
fgnorance of the factional squabbles among
their countrymen in London, which are
supposed to have led up to the murder of
Sayouni. 'Ihe Armenian colony 18 not large
here. One of its members said yesterday
that there were less than 3,000 Armeuians
in Greater New York and the neighborin,
New Jersey cities. Dr. John Arschagoul
of 727 Lexington avenue is the heud of the
Armenian Union of America. .

“There are several revolutionary organi-
zations among the Armenians in this country
and in England,” he said. “Une of them
has taken its name from the emblem chosen
by thern. Hentchak means bell. There
has been trouble amnong thein lately, but
we here in New York know little about it.
The Armenians here are mostly business
men in good standing, and Lave no sym-
pathy with that kind of movement. The
union of which I am president excludes all
political aud religions discussion from its
meetings.

“The Armenian agitation in this country
is carried on almost exclusively at Boston,
which city is the central point of a distriot
containing a large Armenian population.
We have no Armenian newspaper here in
New York.

“Personally, 1 do not belleve tbat the
murder of Sagouni was committed by an-
other member of the Hentchak Society.
Nazarbeck, whose life was attempted at
Lausanne, is the head of the old or radical
branch of the organization, not of the pas-
sivist group, as has been said in the news-
papers. Sagouni is not known here, but
we have reason ‘v helleve that he sided with
Nazarbeck. Those me liad nothing to
fear from the passiviets whose principal
rule is avoidance of violence in any form.

“If personal spite or vougesace did not
lead to Sagouni’s murder, iv is pretty cer-
tain that his death was the result of some
Turkish or Russian plot to stir up trouble.
That the hat and weapon dropped by the
murderer came from this city seems to in-
dicate that the victim has been shadowed
for monthe while the murderer was lookin
for his opportunity or awaiting a signa
from those guiding his movements."
